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COMMENTS. 
SMALLPOX IN MENDOCINO COUNTY. 


The following history of the outbreak of smallpox in Mendocino 
County should be of interest to the health officers of the State. 


believed to have been acquired at Lakeport, Lake County. 

This outbreak soon apparently subsided and no more was heard of 
the matter until early.in February, when a report was received from 
Dr. Hennemuth, County Health Officer, Modesto, California, that there 
was a case of smallpox at Ceres, and that the infection of this case was 
believed to have occurred at Laytonville, Mendocino County. Inquiries 
were immediately made of the Health Officer, Mendocino County, 
relative to the reported outbreak at Laytonville, and Dr. Liftchild, 
Mendocino County Health Officer, immediately began to conduct an 
investigation to ascertain as to the correctness of this report. 

About this same time a letter was received by this office from a 
citizen, stating that he was very sick at Alder Point Hotel near the 
Mendocino, Humboldt, and Trinity County lines; that he had spent one 
night some time previous at the Two Rocks Hotel, Mendocino County, 
and that others there had smallpox at that hotel and at Laytonville, 
and in some other localities in northern Mendocino. This information 
was also forwarded to the Mendocino County Health Officer, who replied 
that he had telephoned to Laytonville upon receipt of our letter, and 
that they had informed him that they had “‘no genuine smallpox,’’ but 
were suffering from ‘‘varioloid.’’ Dr. Liftchild then immediately 
visited Laytonville, and soon after arriving reported to this office that 
smallpox had been raging there for several months and that there had 


been a large number of eases. The people were roaming the streets — 


with pustules on their faces, stage drivers were suffering from the 
disease ; smallpox existed in the family of the postmaster and telephone 
agent, and that the mails, as well as persons visiting the telephone 
and post office, were being constantly exposed to the disease. He 
further reported that some of these cases had been seen by physicians 
and called ‘‘dobey itch’’ and “‘chickenpox.’’ Some of the cases were 
confluent and the situation appeared to be serious. 
This office sent the following telegram to Dr. Liftchild: 


“Consult District Attorney asking him to cooperate with you in ordering 
school directors to enforce - Vaccination Act, of nineteen eleven, excluding all 
unvaccinated persons from schools of district involved. Consult Supervisors, 
District Attorney, and Sheriff to ascertain if practical to have sufficient number 
Deputy Sheriffs to enforce your quarantine and fumigation orders in houses 
actually having cases of disease. You should urge that because of stage con-

This office further sent warning to the Health Officers of the following 
counties: Glenn, Humboldt, Colusa, Sonoma, Marin and Napa, as well 
as to the City Health Officer at Eureka (where the stage line from Lay- 
tonville terminates) warning them of an outbreak of smallpox in 
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northern Mendocino, and advising them to look out for suspicious cases 
arriving by train and stage. 


Dr. Liftchild replied to the above as follows:

Situation well in hand, quarantining, guards and vaccinating, school open.

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Board was ealled in 
Sacramento, and after considering the situation notified the Postmaster 
General, in Washington, that mails were being exposed to infection at 
Lavtonville, and notified the United States Public Health Service that 
owing to the stage connections, Kureka, Humboldt County, should be 
considered by their officer stationed there as exposed to possible infec- 
tion. 

After this Executive Committee meeting the following telegram was 


sent to Dr. Liftchild: 


“Your reports received. Difficulties situation appreciated. This office still 
regards outbreak serious. Requests frequent reports on changes situation. 
Executive committee board met to-day; authorized me to inform you that if 
the situation grows more serious we contemplate calling a special meeting of 
the Board of Health to consider necessity of quarantining northern Mendocino 
County, especially trains and stages coming from that section, for protection of 
‘balance of State. Postmaster General, Wash., has been notified exposure of 
mail at SAY COVES and of stage lines.

On es 23d, Dr. Liftchild sent the below excellent report to 
this office : 


“Secretary State Board of Health, 
Sacramento, Califorma. 
DEAR DOCTOR: | 

I herewith render the report of the present condition of the smallpox quaran- 
tine at Long Valley. 

No new cases have developed since my return to Ukiah and my deputy. 
Dr. Winchester, is finishing up the fumigating as fast as possible. It would 
seem that this should have been completed before but the large territory in- 
volved and the time required to visit the different houses have made the progress 
of the work very slow. Then the nature of the mountain houses, which are very 
open and out of repair and the necessity of getting the work done so that the 
people can get under shelter before night militate against rapid work. I think 
that he has accomplished wonders in the time at his disposal. I remained on 
the ground five days until everything was safe to leave and since then have 
received daily reports of the progress of the quarantine. 

I have not yet received a detailed report of the Round Valley situation but 
instructed Dr. Hogshead to wire me if any new cases developed either in the 
Round Valley country or on the Indian Reservation.

No further reports have been received, so we are justified in believing 
that the outbreak has been checked by the prompt and efficient measures 
adopted by the Mendocino County Health Officer. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that this district is sparsely inhabited and that there 
are many ranches where the disease could easily exist without being 
reported. Health officers of adjoining counties should regard this area 
with some suspicion for the next few weeks, and promptly investigate 
any illness reported among persons coming from this section. 


RABIES. 


Dr. F. W. Browning, Health Officer for Hayward, notified this office 
late in January that a dog, later proven rabid at the State Hygienic 


Laboratory, had gone on a rampage and had bitten six people, two of 


whom were sons of the owner of the dog, and about twenty dogs in the 
city. All persons that’ were bitten were advised to take the Pasteur 
treatment and the city muzzling ordinance was immediately put into 
operation by the mayor’s proclamation. It developed later that a horse 
and goat were also bitten by this rabid dog, and that during the last 
few months a number of dogs in the neighborhood had been killed by 
their owners because they had: been acting ‘‘queerly.’’ 

Since the dog came from a section outside of the incorporated limits 
of Hayward, it became necessary to quarantine a large part of the 
district outside of Hayward under chapter 369, Statutes of 1913. 
Irvington and Pleasanton had been quarantined under this act pre- 
viously. Consequently, a large part of the rural district of Alameda 
is under quarantine at the present time. 

It is interesting to note that during January and February, out of 
seventeen dogs’ heads from Hayward, examined at the State Hygienic 
Laboratory, fifteen showed positive results for rabies. Under the rigid 
enforcement of the muzzling ordinance and quarantine order the disease 
will undoubtedly soon be stamped out of Alameda County. 


During the month of February thirty-two ‘positive examinations for 


rabies were made at the Laboratory. These specimens were sent from 
the following counties: Alameda: 12 dog heads, 1 cat; Contra Costa: 
1 calf; Butte: 1 dog; Calaveras: 1 dog; Fresno: 1 dog, 1 cow; Imperial : 
1 dog; Nevada: 1 cat; San Bernardino: 1 dog; San Joaquin: 1 dog; 
San Mateo: 2 dogs; Santa Clara: 5 dogs, 1 horse; Santa Cruz: 1 dog. 
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During February it also became necessary to quarantine the Cholla: 
District, San Diego County, because of the extent and prevalence o: 
rabies. Watsonville in Santa Cruz County was also quarantined unde, 
the same act, as were two districts of the county lying outside of the city. 

In all cases the quarantine order must be enforced for at least six 


months, as this length of time covers the incubation period for practi- 
cally all cases of rabies. 


REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION FOR 
FEBRUARY, 1914.

Professor Thomas Hunt has notified this Board that, in accordance 
with its request, Professor ‘W. B. Herms has been detailed to make an 
investigation of malarial conditions at the U. S. Plant Introduction 
Station at Chico. 

In accordance with the ruling of the Board, the Health Officer at 
Hayward has been notified to release from quarantine Albert Dobbel, 
who was held pending his recovery from glanders. 

Doctor F. H. Mead, Health Officer of San Diego, has been notified 
that Dr. H. A. Thompson has been appointed a deputy to administer 
antirabic treatments at San Diego. 

The Secretary has written the Surgeon General to request that the 
Public Health Service take such action as it may deem necessary to 
prevent the introduction of stegomyia calopus into this State. 

The Secretary has corresponded with the Federal meat inspectors to 
ascertain if there is any inspection of meat for trichinosis, and has been 
advised that there is not. 

The Secretary has taken up with the Surgeon General the matter of 
the proper fumigation and disinfection of all coastwise vessels coming 
to California from infected ports. 

The Attorney for the Board has advised that there is no statute 
which gives the State Board of Health authority to compel the installa- 
tion of a sewer system in any municipality. 

The question of the importation of eggs from China was brought to 
the attention of the Board by the Sonoma Poultry Producers’ Associa- 
tion. This association also communicated with the Governor, who re- 
ferred the matter to the Secretary of the Board. The Secretary has 
undertaken an investigation of this matter with reference to the trans- 
mission of disease, and both the Pure Food and Hygienic Laboratories 
are now experimenting with eggs purchased by the food inspectors from 
consignments delivered in San Francisco from China. 

Sanitary Inspector Eduard T. Ross has inspected and reported upon 
two lodging houses known as ‘‘ Haney’s lodgings,’’ Knidbloom’s Lodg- 
ing House, Vlahoos Lodging House, all located in Sacramento City; 
the sanitary conditions of the town of Antioch; Spoonbill Camp, located | 
on Chipps Island in the San Joaquin River and maintained by “the Oak- 
land and Antioch Railroad Company; the towns of Pittsburg, Crockett 
and Rodeo; Gregory Hotel, Centerville; Warm Springs Roadhouse, Old 
Klink Roadhouse. Warm Springs; ceneral conditions at Mission San 
Jose, Irvington, Stevens Ranch, Madrone Springs and Southern Pacific 
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trains numbered 15, 31, 32, 41, 49, 59, 83, 90, and 188. These reports 
are on file in the office. 

Dr. Frederick Cuttle, of Hanford, telegraphed to the Board that a case 
of chickenpox had been quarantined by local officers as smallpox, and 
asked that a representative of the Board be sent to make a diagnosis. 
The Vice-President rephed that the quarantine order would have to 
stand, as the rule is ‘‘ when in doubt, decide in favor of graver disease.”’ 
The matter was taken up with Doctor C. L. Scott, City and County 
Health Officer, and he reported that the patient, the diagnosis of whose 
ease of smallpox was agreed upon, both by Dr. Scott and Dr. Cranshaw, 
had been under treatment of Dr. Cuttle, who pronounced the case ‘‘not 


contagious.’’ The Secretary has asked Dr. Cuttle to make a full and 


complete statement. | 

Dr. J. J. Keating, Health Officer at ebestonel, telephoned that he 
had two cases quarantined for what the attending physician diagnosed 
as smallpox, but which the health officer thought to be something else. 
The quarantine was lifted after eighteen days, in opposition to the 
desires of the attending physician, and Dr. Keating asked that a repre- 
sentative of the Board be sent to Sebastopol to settle the differences. 
The Vice-President replied that if the quarantine was raised because the 
patients had fully recovered, and if the premises had been disinfected, 
there was no necessity for reestablishing the quarantine. 

Dr. Allen F’. Gillihan, Director of the Health Department at Oakland, 


reported a case of smallpox at the Hotel Crellin, not far from the Oak- 


land High School. The patient was removed to the County Hospital, 


and Dr. Gillihan asked if he should establish a district, from the schools 


of which unvaccinated persons would be excluded. He was asked to 
investigate further and decided that since there was no smallpox exist- 
ing in the tentative district, it was not necessary to establish such a 


district. On March 2d, Dr. Gillihan reported a case of smallpox at. 


1031 East Fourteenth Street, and recommended that a district be estab- 
lished which would include the High School and three private schools. 
The Secretary instructed Dr. Gillihan to establish such district and to 
enforee the Vaccination Act. | 

A ease of smallpox was reported to this office on February 7th from 
Stanislaus County, the probable source of infection being at Laytonville, 
in Mendocino County. Dr. Liftchild, County Health Officer for Mendo- 
cino, was instructed to investigate, which he did, finding that the disease 
had been prevalent for several months, but had not been reported. The 
health officer found that nearly every one in the town, with the exception 
of those who were immune, had suffered from the disease. Altogether, 
there have been between fifty and sixty cases, if not more. Quarantine 
of existing eases was established, contacts vaccinated, buildings fumi- 
gated and all necessary precautions taken. Since the postmaster was 
suffering from the disease and because of the importance of Layton- 
ville as a transportation point, the Postmaster General and the Surgeon 
General were notified concerning the epidemic, as well as the county 


health officers for all counties in northwestern California. 
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Dr. Winslow Anderson wrote to the Secretary that he desired to 
administer typhoid vaccine prophylaxis to his twenty-nine nurses at 
St. Winifred’s Hospital, San Francisco. The request was referred to 
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the Director of the Hygienic Laboratory, who stated that, upon receip: 
of a formal request, stipulating the number of treatments desired, vac. 
cine would be forwarded. 

The Board received a communication from the State Board of Control 
requesting a statement of the amount of floor space desired in the new 
building to accommodate the employees now quartered in offices on the 
fourth floor. A diagram has been sent the Board of Control, with a 


request for sufficient floor space to accommodate the entire staff of the 
Board in Sacramento. 


REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF TUBERCULOSIS FOR 
FEBRUARY, 1914.

A matter which may prove of importance to California is a ‘‘ Bill 
for Federal Hospitals for Indigent Stranger Consumptives,’’ which 
was introduced at Washington this month. 

' The initiative in this work was taken by the Texas Anti-Tuberculosis 
Association, who called an interstate ‘‘southwestern conference,’’ which 
met April 15, 1912, at Waco, and passed resolutions declaring the care 
of tuberculous strangers in the Southwest to be an interstate problem, 
and calling upon the Federal Government to convert abandoned forts 
and military reservations in the Southwest into tuberculosis sanatoria. 

‘The attention of Governor Johnson was recently called to this oppor- 


tunity for cooperation with other states in making an attempt to meet 


this great need, and he at once arranged for the appointment of a com- 


mittee which is to lend its support to the passage of this bill. 


Inspections were made during January of the Rapetti Reduction 
Works and the Hunziger Reduction Works at Riverside, Sacramento 
County. 

Reports were submitted to the Board of Health on Santa Cruz 
County Hospital; Santa Clara County Jail; San Quentin Prison; 
Berkeley Dispensary; Marin County Jail; Hazel Hawkins Memorial 
Hospital, Hollister; Soldiers’ Home, Yountville; San Benito County 
Hospital; Napa State Hospital; Rapetti Reduction Works, Sacramento ; 
Hunziger Reduction Works, Sacramento; Contra Costa County Hos- 
pital; King’s Daughters Home, Oakland; French Hospital, San Fran- 
cisco; The Oaks, Los Gatos; Agnews State Hospital; Southern Pacific 
Hospital, San Francisco; California Sanatorium, Belmont; Arequipa 


Sanatorium, Fairfax; Alameda County Hospital. 


The remainder of the month’s work has been largely routine. Sub-

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REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF REGISTRATION OF 
NURSES FOR FEBRUARY, 1914. 


ANNA C. JAMME, R.N., Director. 


At the regular meeting of the Board held on February 7th, two hun- 
dred and seventy-four certificates of ‘‘Registered Nurse,’’ without 
examination were authorized to be issued to applicants who are resi- 
dents of California. 

The requirements for accredited training schools, together with recom- 


mendations and a suggested course of study for schools of nursing in: 


California, were adopted by the Board. 
Inspection of the training schools in the State is now being made; 


the names of seventy schools are on file with the Bureau, all of which 


will be visited. 
The following are the requirements for the accredited schools, which 


will become effective after July Ist, according to section 4 of the Regis- 
tration Act: 


‘Section 4. On and after July 1, 1914, no person shall be 
eligible for examination or for registration as a registered nurse 
who shall not furnish satisfactory evidence of having been gradu- 
ated from an accredited training school for nurses. An accredited 
training school for nurses within the meaning of this act is hereby 
defined to be a school for the training of nurses attached to or oper- 
ated in connection with a hospital or hospitals giving a general 
training and systematic theoretical and practical course of instruc- 
tion covering a period of at least three years. All applicants for 
examination must furnish satisfactory evidence of good moral 
character, and of having complied with the provisions of this act 
relative to qualifying.’’ 


Requirements for Accredited Training Schools for Nurses in the State of 
California. 


The school for nurses or the hospital with which it is connected must 
be either incorporated or be conducted by a public body. 

The hospital must have a capacity of not less than thirty-five beds and 
a daily average of twenty-five patients. 

The hospital must afford proper facilities for conducting a school for 
nurses. It must provide experience in the following departments of 
nursing: Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, and Pediatrics. It must pro- 
vide a systematic course of theoretical instruction in medical, surgical 
and obstetrical nursing and the divisions under these major subjects. 

Due attention must be given to the home life of the student. There 
must be a living room, a class room, a demonstration room and adequate 
equipment for teaching purposes. There must be a sufficient number of 
airy sleeping rooms; individual rooms are recommended. There must 
also be special provision for night nurses’ rooms. 
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The head of the training school must be a registered nurse and must 
possess qualifications requisite for the administration of the school; she 
must have ability for teaching; she must be capable of euiding the 
students in moral discipline and of maintaining a high standard of 
educational and moral efficiency in the school. 
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A force of instructors must be maintained sufficient and competent fo: 
the instruction herein specified. 

A complete record must be kept of the students in the school; thei; 
qualifications for admission ; their class and lecture work ; their practica: 
work ; their moral standing and general ability and efficiency. 


Admission. 


Candidates for admission to training schools for nurses should present 
the following evidence: 

1. A complete high school education, or a two-year high school course 
or its equivalent in a recognized school, together with two years of 
special study, or an occupation that would be considered preparatory to 
the study of nursing. 

2. Home training and influences fitted to form good moral character 
and lay the foundation for the future work of the nurse. 

3. Good physical condition. A complete physical examination must 
be made by a physician before application is accepted. Physical and 
mental development shall be taken into consideration in connection with 
the age of the candidates, but, in general, it is advised that a pupil shall 
not be under twenty years or over thirty-five years of age. 

It is recommended that students shall be admitted 7” classes at stated 
periods during the year. 


Course of Instruction.

period of three years in the training school. 

When schools can not provide opportunity for practical experience in 

any one major branch, they must affiliate with other approved schools

The Free Distribution of Typhoid Vaccine. 


On March 1, 1914, the State Hygienic Laboratory will being issuing 
typhoid vaccine free to physicians. The object of this step is to diminish 
typhoid fever in California by immunizing a considerable part of the 
population. Typhoid fever was responsible for five hundred deaths in 
California in the year 1913, which shows that something must be done 
to supplement the measures now being taken to limit the disease. 

Any physician who desires to obtain the vaccine should write to the 
State Hygienic Laboratory at Berkeley requesting treatment for a speci- 
fied number of persons. The vaccine will be sent out by mail, together 
with the following cireular of directions: | |

Directions for Administering Typhoid Vaccine. 


To administer the vaccine, paint the skin of the arm at the insertion of the deltoid 
muscle with tincture of iodine (or cleanse with alcohol), shake the vaccine bottle 
thoroughly, fill a sterile hypodermic syringe, and inject one cubic centimeter (15 
minims) subcutaneously. ‘The dose for children is directly proportional to the 
weight, the adult weight being assumed to be 150 pounds. ‘The vaccination consists - 
of the administration of three doses at intervals of two or three days. | 

Care should be used to prevent contamination of the vaccine, and it should be 
kept in a cool and dark place when not in use. The hypodermic syringe and needle 
should be sterilized by boiling before use. 

One of the enclosed data cards must be filled out for each patient and returned to 
the State Hygienic Laboratory, Berkeley, at the end of the vaccination. The empty 
containers should be returned by parcel post. | 

The typhoid vaccine is prepared according to the method of Gay and Claypole of 
the University of California. It is made by treating a culture of typhoid bacilli 
with immune serum, killing with alcohol, grinding, and removing certain undesirable 
constituents. This vaccine has been shown to be more protective and to produce 
fewer unpleasant symptoms than the vaccine which has hitherto been currently 
employed. Each cubic centimeter of the vaccine represents 750 million bacteria. 

This vaccine is not recommended as a cure for typhoid fever, but as a preventive.

The samples of foods and drugs received at the Laboratory represent 
a varied assortment, and number about one hundred. By far the larger 
portion consists of samples submitted by Inspectors. A small number 
of what are termed ‘‘unofficial’’ samples have been received, some from 
institutions, some from physicians and those collected by Inspectors. 

The Laboratory, during the past month, has devoted considerable 
attention to the examination of Chinese eggs, and also to the analysis 
of cheese suspected of causing serious stomach and intestinal dis- 
turbances.

State Totals and Annual Rates —The following table shows for C Cali- 
fornia as a whole the birth, death and marriage totals for the current 
and preceding months in comparison with those for the. corresponding 
months of last year, as well as the annual rates per 1,000 population 
represented by the totals for the current and preceding months. The 
rates are based on an estimated midyear population of 2,763,109 for 
California in 1914, the estimate having been made by the Census Bureau 
method with slight modifications.

The January total was much greater for births and very much less 
for deaths in 1914 than in 1913, while the January total for marriages 
was about the same each year. ~ 

As to deaths, it may be noted that of the 3,166 decedents in January 
some 185, or 5.8 per cent, had resided in California less than one year.

MORBIDITY REPORTS. 
Smallpox. 


In comparison with 120 cases reported last month from 23 
there were reported this month 113 cases from 22 counties.

breaks were in Fresno County where 11 cases were reported, the source 
of infection being in Lemoore, Kings County; Mendocino County, 15 


cases; San Francisco, 12 cases; Santa Clara County, 12 cases; Lake 


County, 7 cases; and Kings County, 6 cases. 


Diphtheria. 
One hundred and fifty-three cases of this disease were 


reported 


during February, 49 of which were from Los Angeles City. There 
has been a considerable decrease in the number of cases of this disease 
during the month, as last month 202 cases were reported from 24 


counties of the State. 


Typhoid Fever. 


° ‘There has been a diminution in the number of cases of typhoid fever 
for the month of February. During January there were 161 cases in 
14 counties, while this month there have been reported 140 cases from 
23 counties. Following are the cities reporting the greatest number of 
eases of this disease——Los Angeles, 36 cases; San Francisco, 30 cases ; 
Sacramento, 27 eases; and Oakland, 8 cases. It is interesting to note 
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that in Los Angeles City during the first two weeks of February only 
four cases were reported. <A disastrous storm visited Los Angeles and 
southern California the middle of the month breaking sewers and flood- 
ing that section of the State. A great many cases of typhoid imme- 


diately developed, 32 cases being — during the latter half of 
the month. 


Scarlet Fever. 


This disease was exceedingly prevalent during the month of February, 
Fresno County reporting 42 cases, Los Angeles City 39 cases, Oakland 
11 cases and San Francisco 74 cases. During the month 260 cases were 
reported from 39 counties against 238 in 26 counties for January. 


Pneumonia. 


Pneumonia, a disease which is not generally reported in this State, 
is quite prevalent at present, there being 80 cases in 20 counties. Sacra- 
mento reports 8 cases and San Francisco 23 cases. During January 


there were reported 78 cases in 17 counties. 


Malaria. 


There were reported 6 cases of this disease. The towns reporting 
these are Pleasanton, Los Banos, Wheatland, Rocklin and Sacramento. 


Poliomyelitis. 


Los Angeles reported one case, Ferndale one case, and Corning one 
case. ‘T'wo of these were fatal. 


Tuberculosis. 


Health officers and physicians throughout the State are co-operating 
in securing complete registration of all cases of tuberculosis. There 
were 407 cases reported during February, 189 from Los Angeles, 129 
from San Francisco and 19 from Oakland. 


Whooping-cough. 
Two hundred and ninety-seven cases were reported during Febru- 
ary, while but 187 were reported during January. Most of these cases 


in February occurred in San Francisco, from which city 225 cases were 
reported. 


Chickenpox. 


In actual numbers this disease was most prevalent of all during 
February, as 320 cases were reported ; 179 of these from San Francisco, 
55 from Los Angeles and 26 from Palo Alto. 


Epidemic Cerebrospinal Meningitis. 
There were 9 cases reported during February. These occurred in 


Alameda, Monterey, Los Angeles, San Diego, Shasta and San Francisco 
counties. During January there were 6 cases reported.
